English Mail. 



Among tho latest literary items nre 
a now novel well in hand by CJ-eorfre 
Eliot. Mr. George Grove is also well 
advanced in his Dictionary of Music. 
It will be a very voluniinoiiH work, mid 
Mr. Grove Luis secured tho assistance 
qf several writers of authority. The 
work is about half writeu. Mr. (i. 
P. Pardon, author of "The Billiard 
Book," is writing the article on bil- 
liards in tho Encyclopedia Britauuica. 
fcftptain LVfayne Lleid is understood to 
have received 3U0 guineas for his story 
in "Chambers' Journal," "The Flag 
Distress'." Tennyson's "Queen Mary" 
has reached another edition. 

, At Birmingham recently throe men 
named Wilton, Stallwood, and Allen 
were charged with rattening, at tho 

■ Birmingham "Morning News" ollice. 
' A piece of metal had been found on 
'the printing machine, one of Hoe's 

ten feeders, worth £4,000, so placed 
that any attempt to couimenco work 
must have seriously injured the ma- 
chine. Stallwood turned Queen's 
evidence, and tho prosecution against 
Allen was withdrawn. The other 
* prisoner, who had recently been dis- 
charged from the "News," was com- 
mitted for trial. 

Nothing could mark more complete- 
ly the change which lias come over 
public sentiment towards the stage 
than the fact that the two principal 
persons at the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the new Ear and Throat 
HoBpital, in Gray's Inn road, were 
Madame Patti and Canon Lightfoot — 
an opera singer and a divine who has 
twice refused a bishopric. It is not 
long ago that actresses were scarcely 
deemed worthy of Christian burial. 

During the last three years £100,- 
000 have been spent on church work 
in the Deanery of Bristol. 

The "Wessern Mail" say it is re- 
ported that Mr. Arch and Mr. Jenkins 
are not pulling well together. 

The National Union of Working 
Women, established rather more than 
, twelve months ago, to improve the 
material and social condition of work- 
ing women by forming unions in the 
various female industries, and by 
watching and, if necessary, opposing 
any legislation affecting their labor, 
now numbers about two thousand 
mombers.and it is said that they have 
now come to a fairly good and sound 
understanding with the various trade 
unions in the country. Mrs. Fawcett, 
Miss Priestman (Mr. John Bright's 
niece), Miss M. Coluian (a relative of 
the late John Stuart .Mill), and Miss 
Lilias Ashworth are among the ladies 
constituting tho Executive Committee. 

A series of torpedo experiments have 
been commenced at Sheeruess by a sec- 
tion of tho 4th company of Royal Engin- 
eers. A number of torpedoes half a mile 
from tho shore was tired by means of an 
electric cable previously laid down. Each 
charge consisted of 10U lbs. of wet (juu 
cotton enclosed in an iron cylinder. A 
largo cutter was towed over a torpedo 
and placed in about twenty feet of water, 
and ut the first discharge a column of 
water 111070 than 100 feet high was thrown 
up and tho cutter disappeared. 

The London correspondent of the 
Scotsman hears that treneral Aguilera, 
tho now President of Cuba, whose ro- 
mantic escape from a Spanish cruiser, 
and subsequent detention at Jamacia, 
wore described several weeks ago, h..s ur 

■ rivod attho "Heat of rovohintary Govern- 
ment in tho eastern district of the island. 
Tho General was the chief author of the 
insurrection, and it is expected that his 
arrival among his compatriots will im- 
part fresh vigour to the movement 
against Spain. He was formerly one of 
tho wealtheist planters in Culm. His 
Bonn and daughters have shared all tho 
hardships and dangers of the insurrec- 
tionary army. 

Sir Francis Head has had a sharp 
quarrel with Messers. Tattersall, the 
well-known horse doalors. Some little 
titno ago ho sent thoin a hoise to sell, 
and with tho animal scut a description 
lo appear in tho advertisement , adding 
a particular request that the wording 
was not to be altered. It was altered; 
tho horse fetched less than Sir Franc- 
is had expected it, to fetch; and ho at- 
tribjited the latter fad to the former. 
Ho thereupon sent a sharp letter of 
complaint to Messers. Tattersall. 
They replied that in consequence of a 
recent decision in the Law Courts tho 
words which had been omitted involv- 
ed them in a responsibility which they 
could not undertake. Sir Francis re- 
joined that that was no answer, us the 

■ responsibility would have been borne 
by him. Messrs. Tattersall replied 

r that,. as they had not boon able to 
satisfy their client, they must, beg of 
him to take his business elsewhere in 



future. Sir Francis once moro retort- 
ed that this was rude, inasmuch as 
they had a monoply of the business. 
To this thoy answered that, if so, it 
must bo because tho public generally 
approved of their way of doing busi- 
ness; and one of the privileges which 
they enjoyed was that of declining 
business which was disagreeable to 
them. This was rather neat; and, on 
tho whole, tho dealers got the best of 
tho baronet. Tho letters aro quite 
models in their way. 

An eccentric correspondent writes 
from Canada to the Glasgow Herald; 
"There aro those of us now who believe 
it would have been better for tho de- 
velopment of Canada had every shill- 
ine invested in machinery for manu- 
facturing purposes been applied for tho 
extracting of tree stumps from the 
laud. Had such a policy been pursued 
and encouraged , our wealth, popula- 
tion, and power would now stand 
higher than it does to-day. 

Tho Bank of British Columbia, at 
its annual meeting in London, on the 
22nd ult., declared a dividend of eight 
per cent, Tho chairman, in the course 
of the proceedings, said that with re- 
gards to Mr. Ralston, of tho Bank of 
California, his impression was that he 
wss a straightforward, honourable man 
and perfectly incapable of committing 
suicide; and that belief was shared in 
by a liugo number of tho inhabitants 
of San Francisco, a jury composed of 
whom had returned a verdict stating 
that he had died of asphyxia, or drown- 
ing. 

Tho Queen has presented a diamond 
ami coral pin to Lieutenant R. F. 
Britton, of the Victoria and Albert, 
who, on the occasion of tho collision 
between tho Alberta and Mistletoe, 
rendered valuable assistance in tho re- 
scue of those on board Mr. Hey wood's 
yacht. 

Tho statement that Prince Leopold 
had consented to bocomo President of 
the Oxford branch of the Church of 
England Temperance Society is with- 
out foundation. 

Australian statistics show that in- 
sanity of a violent kind prevails to a 
frightful extent on that continent, es- 
pecially in South Australia, with its 
200,000. In 1801 there were 161 in- 
mates of asylums in that part of Aus- 
tralia, being one to 750 inhabitants. 
In 1870 there numbered 307, and at 
the close of 1871 , there were as many 
as 32 1, or one to 524 of the population. 
These figures do not represent tho en- 
tire list of the insane, but includo only 
madmen and other inmates of the asy- 
lums. The cause of this great preva- 
lence of insanity can only be surmised, 
as no authoritative explanation of it is 
given. Dr. Paterson, director of the 
insane asylum at Adelaide, does not 
think that alcohol is tho principal 
eauso. One explanation advanced is 
that it is produced by the weakening 
effects of the climate, and by the rest- 
less, anxious lives of tho Euglish colo- 
nists, who are often made mad by re- 
peated failures in business. 

Some experiments with a view to 
Hie utilization of tho sewerage of cities 
have recently been made in Croat 
Britain, with very gratifying results. 
A piece of land of twenty-eight acres 
in one of the midland counties, has 
been used as an experimental tract 
since 1870. The first year the receipts 
barely paid tho rent, so that the ex- 
periment seemed father unpromising. 
But it was persevered in; each year 
since, the returns have boon moro and 
moro satisfactory, and for tho year 
ending with March last, tho receipts 
from the produce of tho land were 
$0,060, while the expenditures were 
but $2,005. Tho Earl of Warwick re- 
cently made a contract with tho town 
of Leamington, by which ho pays $2,- 
250 for tho town sewerage. This he 
uses upon one of his farms, which is 
some 100 acres in extent. Tho crops 
winch he has raised have been simply 
enormous. This year rye grass has 
been already cut live times, and at. 
least two additional crops will bo so 
cured, From one acre of ground 
eighty-two tons of mangolds were pro- 
duced. 

Too Good to be True. — A Paris 
journal of recent date records that 
"there is a panic in New York regard- 
ing the scarcity of women, and that 
on t Ins account the male population 
are beginning to leave; that Congress 
is disturbed about, it, and that there 
is a proposition to give brilliant fetos 
there to draw women from all parts of 
the country, who will then be kept 
there." 

A French butcher, who was on his 
death-bed, said to his wife: "If I die, 
Francoise, you must marry our shop 
boy. He is a good young man, and 
the business cannot bo carried on 
without a man to look after it." "1 
have been thinking about tbat'nl- 
ready," said his wife.

enterprise, to unite with it in a so- 
cond expedition of Mr. Stanley wo 
consented. The allianco was made. 
It was a joint enterprise, the glory 
and the misfortune to be shared 
alike; and .Air. Stanley wont off to Af- 
rica carrying his two flags with him, 
t he tl igs of England and tho United States, 
Our readers can, therefore, imagine 
our suprise upon Learning by a private 
cable from our London office that tho 
latest letters of Mr. Stanley havo been 
used by tho "Telegraph" without any 
credit whatever to the "Herald," with- 
out any allusion to tho alliance, and 
without giving us time to use them 
here in advance of the other papers.

Tho uowb from Kootonay ia of a gra- 
tifying character, two Libornl candi- 
dates having been returned to repre- 
sent that District in tho Local Hou.se. 
Mr. Vowell wus for several years Gold 
Oommisaioner and Magistrate at Koot- 
onay, where ho enjoyed au enviable 
distinction for tho impartiality and 
correctness of his decisions. He was 
subsequently Gold Commissioner at 
Ouiiuecn, and was afterwards tendered 
tho appointment of Gold Commission- 
er at Cassiar, but declined to accept it 
and left the service with the intention 
of entering actively into politics to 
correct existing abuses. His return 
for Kooteuay is an evidonco of the 
confidence reposed in him by tho peo- 
ple of thut district. Knowing well, 
from personal exporience, tho wants 
of mining communities, ho will be 
enabled to represent tho interests of 
his district intelligently and well on 
tho floor of the Houso. Mr. Gallagh- 
er is a practical miner. Ho has resid- 
ed for 12 years at Kooteuay and has 
many friends thero. A plain, blunt 
man and possessing a keen senso of 
justice.it is said that ho was first in- 
duced to take an active part in the pol- 
itics of tho Province through having 
noticed the cruel treatment of the In- 
dians by the Walkem Government and 
their attempt to rob the aborigines of 
their lands. Mr. Robert Galbraith, 
who was defeated by tho casting vote 
of the returning officer, is an excellent 
gentleman and a thorough Libeial. 
Our only regret is that Kootonay had 
n^t three seats. to fill, in which case 
Mr. Galbraith -would have had one. 
Mr. Milhy, the only Government can- 
didate who offered, has been relegated 
to private life for another four years. 
Tho victory at Kootonay gives tho Li- 
berals 11 members, with throe Dis- 
tricts, returning 8 members, to be 
beard from. Of theso 8 the Reformers 
will elect at least 5, and will enter the 
new House -with a majority of about G. 

The Pubiic Credit. 

The evasive article in the "Stand- 
ard" of yesterday must havo satisfied 
the most skeptical mind that our in- 
formation as lo the bankruptcy of the 
Government was entirely correct. If 
tho Government wero not "broke" 
the Ministers would be eager to pub 
lish tho official dispatches on the sub- 
ject. Their silence gives assent to 
nil we hare said on the subject. We 
repeat, what wo said a woek ago, that 
tho Canadian Government cut off the 
supplies in August last; that the elec- 
tions were hurried on in consequence; 
that holders of English capital will 
not advanco a single dollar to tho 
Government; that several large con- 
tractors have been put off with partial 
payments; and that tho current sub- 
sidy from Canada has boon mortgaged 
to raiso a loan from a private party at 
a heavy rate of interest. Let the 
Ministers deny these statements if they 
dare. More than one man — more 
than fifty men in Victoria know that 
every syllable we havo written is true; 
concealment is no longer possible, and 
tho sooner the Government make a 
clean breast of their affairs tho better 
will it bo for tho country and for 
themselves.

Robert Shaw addressed tho returning of- 
ficer, and proposed Mr. C. Gallagher 
a miner as a lit and proper person to 
represent tho electors of Kootenay in the 
Local House. Seconded bv Mr. Jenkins. 

Mr. D. Griffiths proposed Mr. A. W. 
Vowell, gentleman, of Victoria, us a lit and 
proper poison to represent tho district 
in tho Looal House Secondod by Mr. 
Alfonzo Lorenzo. 

W. W. Morrow, Esq., J. P., had groat 
pleasure in proposing Mr. R. L. E. Gal- 
braith, merchant; lie had known 
him for tho last livo years, and ho defied 
any man to bring any charge against his 
character. He felt sure if they would 
elect him to serve in the Local House he 
would do his best to advance tho interest 
of Kootenay district and the Province at 
large. Seconded by Mr. W. Moure. 

Mr. Roberts proposed Mr. W. C. Mil- 
by, gontloman, of Kootenay, Mr. Milby 
had boon a resident of Kootenay for many 
years, and his character was well known 
to the electors of tho district; ho had 
been with them during the up and downs, 
and hud always shown himself a man of 
integrity and ability; if elected he would 
do hotior to his constituents, nn.l his ut 
most to advance the welfare and interest 
of this district and tho province of Bri- 
tish Columbia, Seconded by Mr. Peter 
Maelinchoy.

Polling took place ou tho 7th as an - 
nounced. Some 30 votes wore polled, 
when the extraordinary circumstance was 
developed that tho votes for tho four can- 
didates woro so evenly balanced that 
three tied at 10, and that Milby, the only 
Government candidate, was but one be I 
hind the others, having received 15 votes! J 

The duty then devolved on Mr. Booth, 
the rotnrning officer, to give the casting I 
vote. He remarked that ho knew Mr. 
Vowell to bo a gentleman and a man of 
honor, and Mr. Gallagher was a minor, 
and tho mining interests ought to ho re- 
presented.

Nomination at Cariboo. 



The nominations passed off quietly. 
There was nothing new in tho speeches. 
In justice to Capt. Evans, who lias been 
badly misrepresented by the Government 
organs, we publish tho following extract 
from his published address: '•] come 
forward not as an opponent of tie! pre- 
sent Government. On the contrary, so 
long as they will strivoto serve tue coun- 
try faithfully and impartially, they will 
receive my warmest support . At the same 
tune, 1 wish it to be distinctly under 
stood that I am no party man, but claim, 
if elected, the privilege of judging of 
every measure or motion that may In 1 
submitted to the House on its merits, 
rendering no servile support, nor offering 
any factions opposition. I am opposed 
to all monopolies, whether it be in Field, 
l-'orest or Perries." This extract sets the 
Captain right before tho country, who 
had been told that the Captain ,'oiihl 
give a servile support to the Government. 
The allusion to monopolies ih a heavy 
crack on the head of the Rings that have 
been fostered by tho Government. The 
Sentinel, although afraid to say a word 
for or against any candidate except Will 
keni (who it butters thickly) seems to 
'lean towards Pearson more than any of 
the others. Mr. Davie is verv pronouno 
od on tho subject of the mining laws and 
will give no support to any amendments 
unless they emanate from miners them- 
selves. This is another dig at tho Wal- 
kem Government, which generally ignor- 
ed tho miners. 

A Chinese Lunatic was brought down 
on board tho Enterprise yesterday. It 
appears that he was cloiuied out. of his 
money at cards, and took it so much to j 
heart that ho attempted td commit sui- 
cide while coming down in the stage 
from Thompson River.

If the statement published in tho Colo- 
nist is correct, und it is certainly not do- 
med by tho organ of tho local' Govern- 
ment, that tho Dominion Government 
have shut off supplies, then chaos is come 
for the Walkein Administration, for tho 
wdiole secret of their influence rested in 
the fact that they commanded the people's 
money bags. Men may try to persuade 
themselves that tho late local Government 
woro all that is perfect; but they must ad- 
mit that thoir desire to believe "so began 
and ended in the belief that thoso men 
had tho distribution of tho Govornmeiit 
patronage, and wero likely to hold thoir 
positions. Take away tho mainspring — 
the means of paying tho*r supporters, and 
what becomes of them V It is true wo are 
looking for thoir downfall, as we look for 
tho failure of all corrupt governments, 
but wo aro not glad, beo. use numbors of 
people are dependent for thoir livelihood 
upon them, however improperly, and it 
w:ll create a great deal of distress and 
heartburning when their power in this 
respect is gone; because there are a large 
number ol men employed, it may bo on 
useless and unproductive works, but they 
have accepted their engagements in 
good faith, and will have to wait 
till some arrangement is made before 
they can edit tin their earnings. It is very 
amusing to read the diatribes of tho lo- 
1 al g ivornmou' hi el ng pipers on the 
bid faith of the Dominion Government. 
The fact is, if the Dominion Govern- 
ment continued to pay over tho people's 
monoy to the local government, such as 
ii is, and knoAvingthat it has not the con- 
fidence of tho people of this Province, 
they would be acting in bad faith with 
the people of British Columbia, and would 
deserve the odium which would natur- 
ally attach to them, for such u parti- 
cipation^ in the w 1st 1 of our funds. 
But the Dominion Government is guide, I 
by a much higher principle, and decline 
to be particepx crtmiuia in any disposition 
of money which belongs neither to them 
nor to til |ocal Government. — If pooplo 
would on.y look at the matter in a pro- 
per light, they would boo thut politically 
the Ottawa Government would bo com- 
mitting suicide to furnish tho local Gov- 
ernment with the means of thwarting 
their host otForts of serving tho pooplo of 
this Province. Tin; local Ministry have 
systematically opposed every effort of the 
Ottawa administration to bring about 
good understanding with our pooplo, 
knowing that when this is achieved their 
reigu is over. Their existence has been 
entirely supported by the amounts of 
money ihey havo had tiie power to ex- 
pend, and it has become clearly apparent 
that no arrangement is possible while 
this power remains. What then can be 
more simple than to cut off supplies aud 
in that way end their career? Tho im- 
pudent assertions of the Ministers and 
their followers, that no country succeeds 
until it gets into debt, that it matters not 
whence or why the money comes so long 
as we have it to spend, no matter how 
unnecessary the expenditure may bo. 

We sincerely regret that thoro'aro "peo- 
ple amongst us, otherwise apparently 
respected citizens, who accept these dis- 
honest arrangements for tho sako of the 
little gain that accures to them from tho 
expenditure of tho monay. These peo- 
ple never give themselves tho trouble to 
think thut the money will 0110 day have 
to bo replaced with taxation, or that if 
an arrangement was made with the Do- 
minion Government, instead of (ho few 
thousands of our own money wo are 
spending in folly, we should havo tho 
millions of the Dominion expended on 
useful and lasting public works. Wo 
can anticipate the shame these men will 
feel when they find tho hollo wness of 
the institution they have boon trying to 
support, at tho expense of their follow 
citizens, and how little of tho blood- 
money lias fallen to their share. The 
thirty pieces of silvor may look bright 
and pleasant just now, but they will at a 
future tune — not far distant — be regarded 
as the veriest dross. 

An Amusing Reminiscence of the Old- 
en Times. — In the palmy days of 1800, 
when times were good and fun and frolic 
prevailed, au amusing hoax was played 
upon ono of our (at that time) citizens 
rejoicing in the name of Legh Harnett, 
and whose name is doubtless familiar to 
many of the present day. Mr. Holden, 
at that time proprietor of tho St. George 
Hotel, now known as the "Driard," had 
organized a popular entertainment that 
was to come off at Cadboro Bay on the 
4th of .Inly, 1800. There was to" bo a pic- 
nic, dancing and a good time generally, 
and to make tho occasion attractive Mr. 
Harnett was announced to give a -1th of 
July oration. This hist announcement 
about the 4th of July oration to be deliv- 
ered on British soil was looked upon by 
some of our citizens as 11 piece of con- 
summate impudence, and with a view of 
paying Mr Harriott for his audacity they 
determined to play a trick upon him. In 
the semi official shape id a sheet of fools 
cap paper a communication, on tin.' morn- 
ing of the 1th of July, was dispatched 
post haste to Cadboro Hay, young Mr. 
Guild, riding out on horseback, being the 
courier. Tho said dispatch pnrpoitol 
to be a letter troin Mr. Maunsell, Gover- 
nor Seymour's Secretary, stating that His 
Excellency would wish to hear the ltli of 
July oration, but as public business de- 
tained linn in town till one o'clock His 
lixcelleucy would esteem it a favor if the 
oration could be postponed till 2 o'clock. 
When the messenger arrived with the 
dispatch there was visible excitement 
as Mr. Eioldon. taking oil' bis hat, an 
nounced, "Ladies and gentlemen, I am 
hoppy to say tho Governor will honor us 
on this occasion with his presence." 
(''And quite right, too," said several of 
our American friends, — "ho he ought ") 

Bxcited by the good news Mr. Uoldon 
started off to town in his buggy to pro- 
vide a side table to entertain the Govern- 
or, while the OUlllibusses sUrtod off to 
Beacon Hill, tho drivers shouting, "Cad 
horo Buy —Tho Governor is going to hoar 
the oration!'' Two o'clock came and no 
Governor, Some of the company began 
to smell a rat; tho orator commenced his 
address. Alter a half-hour's infliction, 
the cry was raised lor "tho dance! — tho 
dance! "and poor Harnett, who had been 
only speaking half-all hour and in an- 
other hour would ba\ e finished, fell a 
victim to tiie hoax deservedly played upon 
him. 

Major Gen. Selbv Smyth will inspect 
the Dominion Militia on Thursday next. 
The general has been called upon" by the 
Lieut. Governor and most of our prom- 
inent citizens, and by Admiral Cochrane 
and officers of H. M. Fleet, and has al- 
ready visited most objocti of interest in 
this locality, 



Northwest Mounted Police. — We 
have before us tho Report for 1871 of 
Lieut. Colonel French, Commissioner of 
tho Canadian Northwest Mounted Police, 
which wintering in Manitoba in 1873-1, 
has done its first real .work last year. 
That work has so far been elliciout. The 
vagabonds and outlaws from beyond the 
Boundary Lino, who for yours had by 
unlimited whiskey selling boon impover 
ishiugand destroying the Plain Indians 
havo had tho law rigidly onfoiced against 
them, and must feel that in (his respect 
there \.ill, in the future, be no let up. 
Tho Indians are delighted at tho change, 
and regard with respect and confidence 
the representatives of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in tho Northwest; and this con- 
dition of things, as a forerunner of the 
immigration soon to pour into tho fertile 
bolt, must bo eminently satisfactory to 
tho authorities at Ottawa. Colonel 
French's force seems to havo been re- 
cruited judiciously ; each and all, with 
few exceptions are faithfully and cheerily 
doing their work and surmounting the 
difficulties from time to time occurring. 
The Report, and its appendices, with buf 
falo-hunting opisodes.are really goodjrearl- 
ing.

Byrnes 1 
at the Cariboo nomination said that 
Messrs. Robson and Humphreys had tried 
to disturb the balance of power bid ween 
the Mainland and the Island. Mr. Byrnes 
must read the papers to little profit or 
ho would have known that Mr. Robson 
(wdio introduced a measure to amend the 
Constitution) wished to maintain the 
balance of power by giving Nanaimo an 
other member and Cassiar a member 
The Walkem Government threw out the 
bill thus practically disfranchising one 
thousand of the fellowmiuers of the Cari- 
booites. The "disturbance" is in Mr. 
ByrnoH' imagination; it was not designed 
by the hill.

Tiie Charge of the Six 
Hundred- 

IFrom tin' I.onuon Standard, sue. 'J;.| 

Tho old soldiers of tho light Cavalry 
Brigado, the men who "rode into the 
Valley of Death" on that fatal October 
morning; 0110 and twenty years ago, 
woro invited to attend a' meeting last 
night to niako aii'iuigoinouts for a din- 
ner in celebration of tho anniversary 
of tho Bulaklava charge. The tryst- 
ing-placo was tho Prince of Wales 
Tavern, Villiors street, Strand, and the 
hour fixed for the niustor was nine 
o'clock, to enable those engaged in 
business to put in all appearance. In 
consequence of tho disagreeablo drizzl- 
ing rain not so many cumo as woro ex- 
pected, but a respoctablo contingent, 
in every sense of tho word, of war-worn 
veterans answered to tho roll-call all 
tho sr.nio. Hale, hearty mon they were, 
the most of them; but so portly of 
build that they sot one wondering 
what sort of a light cavalry .that mutt 
have boon where tho weight in the pig- 
skin ran up to eiglitoen stone of living 
Kesh in sundry instances. Jovial of 
mi. nner and neat of address, they dis- 
cussed the matter before them as one 
might have expected — in briof, soldier- 
ly, and most harmonious mannor. It 
was agreed that a dinner should bo sol- 
emnized in the Charing Cross Hotel — 
is not solemnized tho correct word, 
for has not Charles Lover denned a 
dinner as a social sacrament?— ou tho 
25th of October, and it was stated that 
many officers who had helped to write 
one of tho most brilliant pages in our 
military annals had promised to give 
tho event the sanction of their pres- 
ence. The greater part of thoso in 
the room hud belonged to the Elovouth 
Hussars, that distinguished corps hav- 
ing been principally recruited in Lon- 
don. Ono warrior had served his ap- 
prentieship to arms under Do Lacy 
Evans in Spain; another was re- 
markable as having borne the Hag 
cf truco to tho Russian lines 
tho day after Balaklava ; a third was 
never tired of celebrating the "hauts 
fails" of his ancient Captain, Sir Ro- 
ger Palmer, who led tho E. Troop of 
tho Eleventh into action, and did his 
slaughter with cold steel, having for- 
gotten his revolver iu the hurry to 
jump into the saddle. After the for- 
mal proceedings wero over there was 
some rare gossip over former cam- 
paigns, and tho non-military observer 
was enabled to pick up somo interest- 
ing reminiscences. 

It is a curious circumstance that 
every man but one who won that su- 
premost of all military distinctions, 
tho Victoria Cross, in the magnificent 
mad ride immortalized by the laure- 
ate, had his horse shot under him. 
There was Trooper Samuel P.irkes, of 
tho Light Dragoons, who stood on 
tho ground with his charger writhing 
in the death agony besido him. Trum- 
pet Major Crawford flashed by; his 
good steed stumbled, the rider was 
dismouuted, and his naked sabre sout 
whirling out of his grasp. A pair of 
Cossacks saw their opportunity and 
spurred upon tho defenceless Craw- 
ford, but Parkes confronted them and 
kept them at bay. When tho retreat 
came tho two brave fellows followed 
their comrades, ami wero pursued by 
six Russians, but Parkes, with his 
single sword, held thorn at arm's 
length and retired slowly, lighting and 
defending tho Trumpet Major until 
deprived of his weapon by a shot. This 
is no rhodomontado, but plain fact as 
recorded in the 'Gazette.' Incut. Al- 
exander Robert Dunn, of Cardigan's 
boys, was another hero of that day, 
fruitful in heroes. He saved the life 
of Sergeant Bentley, of his own corps, 
by cutting down two or three Russian 
troopers who were attacking him from 
tho rear, and afterwards hewed to the 
chin a Russian hussar who had fallen 
upon Private Levutt. This Dunn, it 
will bo remembered , afterwards com- 
manded the Thirty-third, being tho 
yuungost man of his rank in the 
army, and perished in tho Abys 
sinian expedition. Ruling-master 
Joseph Malone had his horse shot in 
the charge, but, properly speaking, 
bisi bit of glorious gun-metal was gain- 
ed the day previous, when ho volun- 
teered with three troupers, oil the 
march to Balaklava, and captured an 
escort of the enemy's cavalry and the 
baggage they were conveying to Sebas- 
topol. Troop Sergeant-Major John 
Berry man, of tho old "Death-head 
and Cross-bones," the same sturdy 
cavalier who took prisoner three Rus- 
sians while they wero within reach of 
their own guns at Mackenzie's Farm, 
behaved splendidly at Balaklava. 
When his horso was shot under him 
ho stopped on the field with Captain 
Webb, wdio was surrounded, amid a 
shower of shot and shell, and although 
repeatedly told by that otlioer to con- 
sult to his own safety, and leave him, 
he refused to do so, and Sergt. John 
Parrel 1 coming by, the two faithful 
fellows carried Capt. Webb out of 
range of the guns. The courageous 
Irishman Parrel, who had lost his 
horse, like the majority of his plucky 
companions, and had gone near to 
loosiufi his life, was awarded tho en- 
vied honour, but did not long survive 
to wear it. Charles Wooden, now a 
quartermaster in the Ono Hundred 
and Fourth Foot, was another of the 
Seventeenth Lancers who earned tho 
Cross or tho 25th of October, 1854 
and he too had his charger killed in 
the wild melee. Assisted by Dr. 
Mouatt, of tho Inniskillen Dragoons, 
he succeeded in carrying Major Mor- 
ris, of his own regiment wdio lay dread- 
fully vfoundod, to a place of safety, 
lu chatty recollections such as thoso 
wo havo tried to pen, and in tales of 
hair breadth 'scapos in tho hard days 
gono by, tho tinio was pleasantly jms- 
sod, aud nhortly boforo midnight tho

AN' ENGINEER M011B1 D. 

There has been another outbreak at 
tho Shantung Promontory. Mr. Hon- 
deraon, tho Chief Engineer of tho 
Lighthourn Department, and the As- 
sistant Light-keeper of the place, ac- 
companied by a Chiuoso servanb and 
two boatmoii,woro attacked a fow days 
ago in the neighborhood of tho light- 
house by a mob of about fort v Chinese. 
Tho Chiuoso servant was" knocked 
down and beaten, Mr. Henderson was 
seized by three men and beaten, and 
tho Assistant Light-keeper also ro- 
coived somo blows. Tho Chinese wero 
armed with hoes and grass-cutting 
knives, and ono of these knives was 
thrown at the Assistant, and hit him 
with tho butt-end. If the bludo had 
struck him it would havo indicted a 
severe wound. Mr. Henderson and 
his companion only managed to 
extricate themselves by defend- 
ing thernsolvesas well as they 'could with 
their sticks, and then taking to their 
heols; but they were pursued, and whilo 
leaping a ditch Mr. Henderson was struck 
two blows by tho Chinamen, 0110 of whioh 
drew blood. Two of the Chinese wero 
sent back u couple of days later, from tho 
district magistrate's yumen, and tho ap- 
pearance they presented sho.vtd they 
had beou rather more than naif murder- 
ed at the hands of tho mob. The chief 
instigator of this disturbance was 1; 
Chinese retired literary man, or mandar- 
in, named Leo-woo, who has been tho 
cause of u great deul of trouble there 
ready. 

AN EDICT AGAINST CU1NKSE LOTTEBIE8. 

The Peking "Gazette" of tho 11th 
of August, contains an edict severely 
reprimanding the Governor General 
of Kwangtung for re-establishing tho 
Wei-sing Lotteries. Our readers may 
havo noticed various memorials and 
edicts on this subject that havo ap- 
peared in the Pekin "Gazette," and 
frequent reference in our Canton news 
to local excitement 011 tho subject. In 
defiance of tho orders from Peking, 
and in opposition to the wish of the 
Governor, the Viceroy reinstituted 
these lotteries directly on his arrival 
in tho spring tho bait of $800,001), 
which the managers were content to 
pay for the privilege, being altogether 
too tempting. The Governor has not 
been content to allow tho wrong; ho 
has memorialized the Government, 
aud we have now an edict severely 
blaming tho Viceroy and handing him 
over to tho proper Board for punish- 
ment. Our last news from Canton 
reported that this punishment has 
been assessed at degradation four steps 
in rank. 

WOMEN STEALERS TO HE HUNTED DOWN. 

The Nio T'ai of Suchow has sent 
proclamations to be posted on tho 
walls of the city of Shanghai, de- 
nouncing stealers of women. It 
seems that in China it is a too common 
thing that when tho head of a family 
dies, some fellow ou tho look-out for 
evil opportunities kidnaps the now- 
made widow and sells her. It even 
happens sometimes that several assist- 
ants will be engaged, and the prize 
carried off by force. Tho present 
proclamation condemns such practices 
in severo terms, aud threatens all who 
resort to them with condign punish- 
ment. It states that two or three 
such criminals have lately been cap- 
tured in Suchow, and that it is believ- 
ed there are some in Shanghai, who 
will be sought for diligently and pun- 
ished with the extreme penalties of tho 
law. These aro, says the proclama- 
tion, if tho crime be committed by one 
man only, strangulation; if by a 
greater number, tho ringleader to bo 
decapitated and his accomplices stran- 
gled.
